The gress value of the trade of Amoy for 
the, sear 1921 was Hk, Tis, 30,420,450," a 
total which, though less than the totals for | 
1923. (HK. Tls. 31,900,422) or for 1921 (Hk. 
Tis. 31,988,033), compares favourably. with 
the figures for 1920 (Hk. Tls, 23,043,563). 
There is, as usual, an adverse balance of 
trade, the exvess’of imports over exports 
amounting in valiie to Hk. Tis, 90,733,857, 
or 931,107,988.’ In previous reports the 
manner in which this difference has heen 
met—by remittance of the savings of .Chi- 
nese lnbourera abroad, of profits. derived 
from trade, of interest from investments, 
ete.,—has often heen discussed. It is re- 
ported that remittances received from 
broad were larger in 1928 than in 1922, 
because the rate of exchange was more 
-faydurable for remitting, larger sums were 
required to mect the increased cost of 
living at home,.and it was profitable to 
purchase house property in Amoy. Chi- 
nese bankers, I understand, consider that 
my estimate (see/Trade: Report for 1922 
of the. ¢ollective wealth of Fukienese 
resident in foreign countries, namely, 
81,500;000;000, is understated “hy -at least 
“8500,000,000, It would he interesting» to 
investigate how ‘the total wealth of Chi- 
nese in foreign countries compares with 
the wealth of foreigners in China, 

In the carly months of the year trade 
was satisfactory, in-spite of the fact that 
political ‘conditions were anything. but 
stable. -The import -trade, particularly 
with foreign countries; was very brisk, the 
revenue for the’ quarter showing an ad- 
vance. of -fully Hk. Tis, 40,000 on the 
figures of March quarter 1922. Though 
the revenue benefited by the intreduc- 
tion of the new Import Tariff on the 17th 
January, this factor is only partly respon- 
sible for the satisfactory result. Condi- 
tions were adverse to good trading during 
the second quarter of the year, piracies 
occurred frequently along the coast, and 
an anti-Japanese boycott was declared on 
the 8th April and carried out very vigor- 
ously. Throughout the September quar- 
ter chaos reigned supreme in most parts 
of South Fukien. During the last two 
months of the quarter’ cases of piracy and 
robbery. .were of frequent occurrence ; 
r stenm-launches and junks ceased running 
on the coast, shops closed their doors, and 
all persons: who could rd to do so 
flocked to Kulangsu for safety. 5 
suffered ‘by the merchants .of Amoy’ is 
estimated at $2,000,000. What the un- 
fortunate people on the mainland suffered 
it is impossible to’gauge.

During the course of.the year there was 
much military activity on’ the part of the 
regular and irregular troops occupying 
this province. Road-naking has con 
tinued in severaldistricts'during the year. 
A new road from Fukiong to Changchow 
was ‘completed in January and another 
road, from Chinmej to-Tungan, was finish- 
ed some months inter. “Great. building 
activity was observable in Kulangsu dur- 
ing the year. “Owing ,to the disorders on 
the mainland -and. in ‘Amoy city, large 
numbers of people migrated tu the Inter- 
national Settlement, with the result that 
rents rose o exorbitant figures. Though 
many of the refugees -hnve now left the, 
island, it is certain that the ‘population 
has increased considerably during the 
year. 2 


REVENTE, 


The total revenue, . Hk. Tis, 692,003, is 
the largest collection in the past 10 years, 
exceeding the net revenue. for Jast year
